6. Chief, Small & Village Industries Division. Planning 
Commission, New Delhi — Member. 

7. Director, Finance (Comm. Divn.) Deptt of Expendi- 
ture, Ministry of Finance, New Delhi — Member. 

8. Commodity Officer in charge of Handicrafts, Ministry 
of Commerce, New Delhi — Member. 

9. Development Commissioner, All India Handicrafts

2. The names of the non-official Members of the Board 
will be nolified later. 

3. The functions of the Board will be generally to advise 
Government on the problems of the handicrafts industry 
regarding measures necessary for the improvement and deve- 
lopment of industries and. in particular, 

(a) to study Ihe technical, financial, organisational artis- 
tic and other aspects of these industries and to recom- 
mend measures for their development; 

(b) to advise and assist the State Governments in plan- 
ning and executing schemes for the development of 
handicrafts and to coordinate such developmental 
efforts among various State Governments; 

(c) to examine the proposals received from the State 
Governments and other institutions for general 
financial assistance and to make recommendations to 
the Government of India in such cases; 
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(d) to formulate schemes to be undertaken directly by 
the Central Government; 

(e) to advise on measures for expansion and promotion 
of sales of handicrafts in India and abroad; and 

(f) to recommend any other measures necessary for the 
development of handicrafts such as technological, 
improvement, design development, quality control, 
research, training and extension, publicity, organisa- 
tion of museums, cooperatives and allied institutions, 
securing of raw materials and credit and housing and 
welfare of craftsmen. 

4. The Board may appoint, with the prior approval of the 
Government, Committees and Sub-Committees and panels of 
experts to deal with special problems or groups of problems 
in regard to the development of handicrafts etc. 

5. The Board shall meet at least once in every four months 
in a year.
